The Clayton County Herald dated June 5, 1855, tells us that the three-story stone
building built "&rgely" by a man and wife over a three-year period was by this time
complete, and that the builders were receiving a handsome income from the building's
rent.

The Albertus Building is also referred to as the "Lansman Building." An 1858 litho-
graph of the building block identifies the firms then in the structure as being a
clothing store, first floor south, and a grocery store, first floor north. Above

the third floor was incribed "C. Albertus Building”. These firms combined with the
drug store to the south and a meat market to the north would have constituted a major
business block in an area that soon became largely residential. The Sanborn Maps
indicate that this was a dwelling unit primarily by as early as 1886. In 1886, the
south end of the lower level was used for a cigar factory. The Fred Aulwes family
lived on the first floor (Fred Aulwes died 1896) from 1879 on, and the George Aulwes
family lived on the second floor.

served as mayor, councilman, city treasurer, township clerk, school board secretary
and president. H. Ihm early acquired the McGuire warehouse (stone basement and
foundation, single story gable frame first floor) which stood by 1858 and which was
located on the north side of the riverfront end of Prince Street (demolished c. 1936
for Lock and Dam). His sons operated the store. The first story of facade was modernized
during the 1920's. It originally had two wide doors (see 314 South River Park
Drive).
